This is a Petition to rescind the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application provided by 
Initial Patent Examination Division communication mailed December 29, 2003 and to assign 
the appropriate filing date of 08/01/2003, and refund the $130.00 petition fee submitted 
herewith.
